Similar estimates placed the total 
wealth for 1925 at $25,673,174,000 and | 
for 1921 at §$22,195,000,000, “though | 
these figures are not exactly compar- | 
able in view of certain improvements | 
and additions made in the method of | 
estimation,” the report points out. The | 
ligures, however, @an be taken to in- 
dicate an increase of about $500,000,- 
000 for the 12 months under review 
over the previous like period and ap- 
proaching an advance of $3,500,000,000
